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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE !. The name of this Association shall be the Lebanon 
Baptist Association . 


ARTICLE 2. Officers of this Association shall be a Mod- 
erator, a Clerk and & Treasurer. They shall be elected annually by 
ballot and hold their offices until their successors are elected. 


ARTICLE 3. The object of this Association shall be the promo- 
tion of the Redeemer’? kipgdom by the concentration of Christian 
labor, inculcation of Bible truth, and the cultivation of friendly inter- 
course among churches. ‘ae 


ARTICLE 4. Members of the Association’ may be of two classes, 
viz.: delegates and messengers, who shall produce evidence of their 
appointment by th~ ~hurches which they propose to represent, before 
being entitled to seats. Gnky delegates shall have the right to vote. 


ARTICLE °. Each chutch belonging to the Association shall be 
entitled to two <lelegates until itgzmembers shall exceed fifty, and one 
additional delegate for each widifidnal fifty or fractional part thereof; 
provided, that ministers whc are members of such churches,’but supply 


other pulpits, may be appointed as additional delegates to the regular 
quota. 


ARTICLE 6. This Association shall have the power of an advi- 


sory council and sha!l in no wise infringe upon the rights of independ- 
ence of the churches. , 


ARTICLE 7. No queries shall be considered by the Association 
unless regularly sent up throvgh the churches, and sych queries shall 
embrace only questions of doctrines. 


ARTICLE 8 The Association shall meet annually as may be 
agreed upon, und after enrolling the names of the delegates, proceed 
by ballot to the election of a Moderator, a Clerk and a Treasurer. 


ARTICLE 9. The auties of the various officers of the Associa- 


_ Gon shall be similar to those of all deliberative bodies, and Mell’s 


Parliamentary Manual shall be the basis of decisions of order. 


ARTICLE 10. The Churches holding the Articles of Faith 
adopted by this body, may become members of this Association by a 
unanimous vote, and letters of dismission ‘may be obtained without 
assigning a re ison therefor, by the concurrence of a majority present, 
while the Associution retains the right of withdrawing from such 
churches as it shall deem heterodox or disorderly. 


ARTICLE 11. This Constitution may be altered or amended at

ARTICLES OF FAITH 


1. We believe in one God, the Father, the Son and the Holy 
Ghost—equal ‘n power and glory. 

2. We believe that the Scriptures of the Old Testament and the 
New were written by the iuspiration of God, and are the only rules 
of faith and practice. 

3. We believe in the doctrine of original sin, of total depravity 
ond a man’s inability to restore himself to the favor of God. 


4. We beiieve that God chose His people, in Christ, before the 
foundation of the world, and that they are kept by the power of God 
through faith unto salvation ready to be revealed in the last ‘me. 


5. We believe that sinnérs are justified in the sight of God only 
by the undisputed righteousness of Christ. 


46. We believe that the Gospel is God’s appointed means of “call- 
ing sinners to the krowledge cf the Truth;! and as He has commanded 
it to be preacher to every creature, all are required to obey. 


7. We believe that good works are the fruits of faith, and the 
cnly evidence of justification; and that all believers will abound there- 
in from a principle of love. 


8 We believe in the resurrection of the dead, the just and the 
unjust, and the general judginent, and that the joys of the righteous 
and that the purishment of the wicked will be eternal. 


9. We belicve that’ a visible church of Christ is composed of 
baptized believers only, who are covenanted to keep up @ discipline 
agreeable to the rules of the New Testament Scriptures. 


10. We believe thai Jesus Christ is the only lawgiver of His 
church and thé the government is with the church, each member 
having equal nghts therein. 


1. We believerthat Baptism and the Lord’s Supper are the only 
ordinances of ‘he Church, and are to be continued until the second 
coming of our Lord Jesus CLrist. 

12 We believe that immersion only is Baptism, and can be ad- 
ministered only by those duly authorized by the church, and that only 
believers in Christ are the proper subjects of the ordinance. 


13. We believe that regularly Baptized believers only have 
right to partake of the l.ord’s Supper. 





RULES OF DECORUM 


1. All meetings of the Association shall be opened with prayer 
and closed with prayer and benediction. 


2. The first order of business shall be the calling of the roll of 


the churches composing the same and the enrolignent of delegates rep- 
resenting them. 


3. No delegates! ean be enrolled until they furnish evidence in 
writing from the church which they propose to represent, which shall 
be submitted to the Clerk. 


4. No business shall be discussed by the body unless it shall] have 
deen brought up before it by a motion sustained by a second. 


6 The Mcderator may correct any speaker for misquotation, 
versonal reflection, or indiscreet language. 


7. Any member feeling himself aggrieved by the ruling of the 
Moderator may appeal to the Association, when if it is sustained by a 
two-thirds vote, the Modcrator’s ruling shall be reversed.’ 


8. All members shall use the term “Brother” when addressing 
or speaking to each other; and one failing to observe this rule shall 
subject himself to a reprimand by Moderator. 


9. Any or all of the rules may be altered or amended at any 
regular meeting hy a two-thirds majority vote.

REPORT ON STEWARDSHIP AND TITHING 


The Standard Dictionary defines a Steward as one intrusted with 
the management of estates or affairs npt his own. One who manages 


or distributes or disburses for another. 


_ In the Bikle, we have many instances of stewards who adminis- 
tered the property of otters, and who were held to strict accounting. 
One of Christ's parables is the story of a steward. In God’s Word we 
are taught that God is the Creator and owner of everything in the 
world.

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Organizea in 1845, the achievements of this board constitute a 
real romance in home missions. It has been the foster mother of our 
weaker enterprises, the founder and support of thousands of our 
churches, and the forerunner of many of our state conventions. 


The board, in its report, presented the following interesting com- 
parisons:

It will be seen by thiz comparison that the Board has accomplished 
more than twic? as much ir the last period of twenty-one years t 
it accomplished in the first ;eriod of fifty-eight years with the ,ex- 
ception of churches organiz d. ; 


The achieve:nents of the Board reached the highest point in 1920, 
the first year of the 75-Million Campaign. Since that time, due prin- 
cipally to the falling off of receipts, it has had to make drastic re- 
trenchments in its work. 


__ Many calls are comiug té the Board, which is evidence that the 
fields are ripe unto harvest, Lut it is unable to thrust laborers into 
the fields. At its annual meeting in June, on account of its heavy 
debt. further retrenchments nad to be made, notwithstanding the fact 
that these calls for enlarged activities are coming in. 


The Board urgently needs at once (1) more workers and (2) 
better equipment. It needs fifty young women and as many young 
men for service at home, and one-half dozen young women for service 
in Cuba. In equipment the needs are even greater, for school build- 
ings in El Paso, Texas, and Havana, Cuba, the enlargement and better 
equipment of our thirty mountain schools, and at least fifty chapels 
in the homeland, Cuba and Panama. 


_ The greatest need of the Board just now is a mighty increase in 
its receipts to care for its debts, regain lost ground, and to launch 
out into new fields of endeav«r.

+e submitting this report on Foreign Missions we would speak 
first about a. matter that is burdensome, then some things that are 
encouraging, and finally, offer some general suggestions or recom- 
mendations. : :

= such burdens borne for Christ’s sake must bear fruit for a great 
rvest. 


Another encouraging thing about the work is found in the suc- 
cesses attending the labors of our missionaries, even though they are 
laboring under serious handicaps because of shortage of funds and of 
workers. Here are some extracts from the Foreign Mission Board’s 
recent report, showing how the work goes “over there”: “God has 
blessed our work abroad. Last year was a triumphant year. The fact 
that our missiorrries baptized 13134 people into the membership of our 
churehes on our foreign mission fields is an achievement which should 
set our heart aglow with joy.” A report from Africa says: “This 
being the year of our Diamond Jubilee of our work in Africa, we look 
back with rejoicing and thanksgiving for all that God has done in this 
land. A great expansion has taken place during the last few years 
all over the country, especially in the outlying districts. Much of this 
has been the result of Home Tiedenary effort on the part of the inde- 
pendent churches.” A fine word from Brazil says: “ re the evan- 
gelistic spirit reigns new churches spring up. For example, there 
have been eighteen new churches organized north of the State of 
Bahia, during the vear. Our church in Bahia built a new church, 
outgrew it, and enlarged it, all in one year.” 


In Chile we have our Home Mission Board, and they are doing 
fine, work through their co-operative efforts. The situation in China 
is not good, but there are some who think that the revolt against 
Christ has come too late. The seeds of the Gospel have become so 
deep-rooted, and spread so far, that if our missionaries were banished 
and never allowed to return, the work would go on in the hands of the 
Chinese. Of course this wc uld be rather slow, it seems, but it would 
go anyway. But we need to pray much for _ China, and for our 
missionaries over there. A good word from Italy is: “This year has 
been the best in the Ita:ian Mission since ‘the outbreak of the World 
War. The largest number of baptisms ever reported in our Mission 
consoles us no little.” A good word from Ja is that: “Established 
April 11, 1916, with 105 students and a ng force of twelve, the 
Willingham Memorial Schocl has grown until today we have a school 
of three departments with a total enrollment of 635 students and more 
than fifty teachers.” We also have good work going in all the other 


fields where we do work. Space here forbids our mentioning more 
of them. 


Still another thing to encourage us is the growing tendency 
among our people to stabilize the work at home. More and more our 
churches are adopting budgets, and are getting their giving system- 
atized and regular. It will require some time for this to be felt as it 
ought, but we are surely on the right road. 

We have on foreign fields now 118,000 church members, more 
than five hundred missionaries, more than five hundred ordained na- 
tives, nearly two thousand unordained native workers, with 1,100

growth of the work has necessitated the enlarging of our mission 
more money. For example, a few years 
was asked for twelve families to be sent 
out to take charge of the fields he himself had opened 7 in larger 
cities. In his zealous missionary labors he made regular circuit, 
preaching in these twelve cities where there were no churches. Soon 
he had won enoug in these places to require organizing 
churehs, and this caused them to need this many families to take u 
the work. All this was in addition to his regular work on his one field. 
So we need to thank God fer the additional calls for money and men. 
Another thing that is not s* pleasant to contemplate, but which has 
done us much harm, is strife among our people here at home. With, 
perhaps, no cause at all for so much fighting our people have been 
saying hard things about each other, and the great hosts of our people 
seem to be sitting by watching the fight. Oh that God's people would 
have such a compassion for the lost ef the world that it would over- 
shadow everythirg else! Taen, we wonder if our pastors and deacons 
have taught the people missions and newentiey of faithfully as we 
ought? Do our people fail and perish for lack of owledge? It seems 
that our informed people are doin heroic things. This is right good 
evidence that all our leaders are they who know most 
about the work are its great suppo though we would =~ 
not be pessimistic, we fear that great multitudes of our people have | 
become pleasure lovers to so great an extent that it takes all theit, 
income to pay their’pleasure bills. It is said of the younger son that 
when he had spent all, there arose a mighty famine in that country. — 
There always orises a mighty famine when we have spent all. There 
has never been a time when our ‘people had so much money and so 


rreat income as they have now, but our living cost has grown 
it. If God’s people ure spending God’s money for pleasure cars, gas 
and oil, vacaticn trips, expensive entertainments, athletic, and the like, 


while the missionaries are breaking down under the strain for lack of. 
helpers and equipment; we say that ‘if this is so, we are sinning 
against God, and be sure our sin will find us out. 


Do we need to fear, too, that our people have lost the passion and 
the burden for the lost worla, and that we have ceased to pray for 
them as our fathers prayed? May our Father call us back in this day, 
to a great awaxening along this line, and may we learn again how 
to pray for this whole lost world. Then the tides will turn, and 
greater victories will be wo.. at home and abroad for Christ’s glory. 

Some recommendations: 


1. We recommend that efforts be made to conduct Mission Study 
classes in all our churches, enlisting the largest possible number in 
the classes. It might be well to have a missionary committee working 
under the direction of the Executive Cl ae for this purpose. 


2.. We further reconamend that t efforts be made to revive 
and carry on a concerted prayer movement among our churches. This 
might be a monthly concert of prayer or some other. This might also 
be de in the hands of a committee under direction of the: Executive 
Committee. ; 


3. Finally, as our Foreign Mission work is tied up with all other 
phases of our work, and rightly so, we urge our churches to support 
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as never befere the whole miszionary, educational and benevolent pro- 
gram of our cenvention.. Tiis rightly done will lift all our veal 
and bless the whole worid in Jesus’ name,
